Mr. Gage arrived in Chicago with 
Mrs. Gage at 9 a. m. for a few days’ rest 
in his old home. 

He passed a busy morning in receiving 
guests at his old office room in the First Na- 
tional Bank, and spent a restful afternoon at 
his old Chicago residence, 470 North State 
street. 

Mr. Gage did not feel inclined to put him- 
self in a speechmaking mood while he 
was taking a brief rest from public speeches 
and official statements. But in his frank 
conversational way he did not mind dis- 
cussing some of the subjects of an econom- 
ic nature which interested him. 


Directors Are the Judges. 

Pursuing the subject of the announcement 
of the Bank of England's Governor Sccre- 
tary Gage said: 

The bank’s directors are men of the 
widest financial experience. They would 

be good judges of what would be satisfac- 
tory prices for carrying silver. And with 
such proper precautions there would be no 
danger that the bank would ever take in 
or pay out money which, according to an 
American equivalent, would not be worth 
100 cents on the dollar. . 

There is also a stipulation that France 
must again open its mints to the free coin- 

age of silver. That will never come to pass 
so long as silver prices are so low as to 
make the French authorities fear a further 
Cepreciation in the value of the enormous 
stocks of silver in that country. I believe 
that France is anxious for a coinage agree- 
ment, but I think that country would not 
cire to go into the silver business until En- 
gland and Germany do. 

Our Bimetallic commissioners are now 
abroad, and of course it would not be fair 
for me to express an opinion in advance 
on what they may succeed in accomplish- 
Ing.“ 

Glad te Return Home. 

Dropping the London silver question, Mr, 
Gage said: 

“Iam glad to get away from Washington 
for awhile, and be at home where everything 

I do or say is not necessarily official.”’ 

Referring to those who have been out of 
work and refuse tu receive benefits because 
of the return of prosperity the Secretary eon- 
tinued: 

“The people who are enjoying prosperity 
are not likely to be heard from, from now on, 
for they will be too busy to talk. It is only 
the idle and unfortunate who will fill the 
country with their lamentations. 

* As for prosperity, it is speaking for itself. 
The development in trade, the activity in 
railroads, the starting up of mil's are wit- 
nesses of the improved conditions. The ag- 
ricultural classes, who constitute the pur- 
chasing classes, are selling their products 
in the world's markets at higher prices. 
They are selling what they have to sell in 
dear money and not in cheap money. They 
are buying the products of their neighbors, 
the mechanics of the cities, and paying for 
them not in cheap money but in good money. 


All Classes in Better Shape. 
“Bryan says in his crude way that the 
only guarantee we have of permanent pros- 
perity is in the continuance of the famine 
in India. The best guarantee of permanent 


towns. Confidence in national honor, in the 
perpetuation of private credits, and in the 
stability of the currency is the element 
which brings out capital and causes it to 
invest in enterprises which employ labor. 

As for protection, that is a closed issue, 
for it has been settled by the passage of the 
Dingley law. The settlement of the ques- 
tions regarding duties affords data on which 
manufacturers can form data, and that of 
course is a desideratum. 

“I believe that gold imports will soon

They have 
been passed through the exchange office aad 
back to the company, where the forgeries 
have been discovered. 

On Saturday last Rowe Bros. of Chicago 
received one of these orders, and in compli- 
ance with instructions of the company sent 
a blank package to New Philadelphia, near 
Macomb, the superintendent accompanying 
it. When the package arrived Hamilton 
called for it and was put under arrest. He 
was taken to Bushnell, where he was held 
under $1,000 bonds on the charge of forgery 
and $800 bonds on the charge of larceny. In 
default he was taken to Macomb and lodged 
in jail. 

Package of Rings. 
When Hamilton was searched there was

HACK THE MAN TO PIECES 


President Diaz Says There Should B

When Arroyo was taken into the office of 
the Chief of Police yesterday he was in a 
desperate condition. His clothes were torn, 
he was hatless, and his long hair was dis- 
heveled. His face was contorted witu pas- 
sion and pain, but the man betrayed no signs 
of fear. On the other hand, he began to act 
like a madman and finally worked himself 


to put him in a strait-jacket. He frothed at 
the mouth like a wild animal and hissed out 
that he had really intended to kill General 
Diaz and wanted to do it with the President's 
own sword. Arroyo, becoming exhausted 
towards evening, was given some fobd and 
later the strait-jacket was removed so he 
could sleep, the intention being to continue’

INTERNATIONAL CORRESPONDENCE 
PUBLISHED IN LONDON, 


Times Prints the Gist of All the State 
Communications — Sherman Is Se- 
verely Criticised, but the Portion 
ot His Letter Deemed Objectionable 
Is Not Puablished—English Officials 
Contend That They Are as Much 
Interested as United States. 


London, Sept. 18.—The Times this morning 
publishes the gist of the correspondence be- 
tween Secretary Sherman and Lord Salis- 
bury in the Bering Sea controversy. The 
book covers a period beginning with 1895 and 
ending with July 30 of the present year. 
Altogether there are 107 dispatches which 
show that the United States has pressed for 
revtsion since January, 1893. 

The Times remarks: ‘‘ Though Mr. Sher- 
man so far forgot himself as to sign the 
famous dispatch, we cannot suppose that he 
actually wrote it.“ 

Only the concluding paragraph of the dis- 
patch is republished, all the terms deemed 
discourteous being omitted. 

Lord Salisbury, replying to Secretary of 
State Sherman's famous dispatch of May 10, 
1897, sent a secret note to Ambassador Hay 
on July 28, in which he said: 

“I have to state that her Majesty's gov- 
ernment is willing to agree to a meeting 
of experts, now nominated by Great Britain, 
Canada; and the United States, in October 
next, when further Investigations to be made 
on the islands during the present season will 
have been completed. The object of the 
meeting would be to arrive at correct con- 
clusions respecting the numbers, condition, 
and habits of the seals frequenting the 
Pribyloff Islands at the present time, as com- 
pared with several seasons previous and sub- 
sequent to the Paris award. It seems to 
her Majesty's government that Washington 
would be the most suitable place for such a 
meeting. 

“The other portions of Mr. Sherman's 
dispatch, in so far as they require any reply 
from her Majesty’s government, have been 
answered by anticipation in dispatches which 
I addressed to her Majesty’s Ambassador at 
Washington on April 2 and May 7 last, and 
which have been communicated to the gov- 
ernment of the United States.“ 

The Times then adds: 

Lord Salisbury wisely refrained from 
answering the dispatch in detail. He con- 
fined himself to imparting a short note to 
Ambassador Hay dated July 28, 1897, stat- 
ing that the government was willing to 
agree to a meeting of the experts in October, 
preferably in Washington, and that other 
portions of Mr. Sherman's dispatch, insofar 
as they required any reply from her Majes- 
tv's government, had been answered by 
anticipation in dispatches he (Lord Salis- 
bury) had addressed to Sir Julian Paunce- 
fote on April 22 and May 7, which had been 
communicated to the government of the 
United States on July 20.“ 

In a long letter from the colonial office 
to the foreign office, signed Edward Wing- 
field, occupying four columns of small print, 
the Times deals with Mr. Sherman's dis- 
patch in detail. 

British Interests in Seals, 


In this document, which is prepared by 
Mr. Chamberlain, the latter points out that 
Mr. Sherman’s contention that the exter- 
mination of fur bearing seals has been prac- 
tically accomplished cannot have come to 
pass, as in that case there would be noth- 
ing at all to form the subject matter of 
negotiation. The document proceeds: 

Lord Salisbury pointed out in May that 
the English interests for some years had 
exceeded the American in the fur sealing 
industry. It cannot, therefore, be for the 
advantage of the British government or 
‘those whom it represents that the seals 
should be exterminated.“ 

The dispatch explains that the object of 
the conference is to arrive, if possible, at 
correct conclusions respecting the numbers, 
conditions, and habits of the seals frequent-

naval and customs officers with regard to 
the inspection of skins. 


Doing All That Is Possible. 


He contends that the British government 
has even exceeded the limits of its strict 
obligations as far as.was possible without 
injury to the interests of those it was bound 
to protect. The government, he cont'nues, 
has not omitted to enact legislation neces- 
sary to secure the conviction of the guilty; 
but it has refused to pass legislation certain 
to embarrass and injure the innocent. It 
has refused to seek legislation authcrizing 
the inspection of skins because it dows not 
believe such inspection would serve auy use- 
ful purpose. 

The British government, he asserts, has 
performed with the utmost rigor ell the 
requirements of the award; bul it has had 
to make “continual unavailing protests 
against the attempts of the United States to 
hamper and embarrass the operations of 
British subjects pursuing their lawful vo- 
cation. 

But the fact,“ continues Mr. Chamber- 
lain, that in spite of those embarrassiments 
British sealers have been able to prosecute 
the industry successfully has led to con- 
tinual effort by the United States to obtain 
such further regulations as would effectively 
prevent that result, without regard to the 
objects of the award.“ 

The Colonial Office dispatch concludes as 
follows: 

The government has never argued that 
the regulations are perfect, but it has main- 
tained that, before they can be scientifically 
revised, accurate informtaion as to the in- 
crease or decrease of the herd must be made 
available. Such information is only obtuin- 
able by accurate observations tending (ver 
a period sufficient to enable agcidentat cir- 
cumstances to be eliminated” As soon as 
that is at hand the government is ready to 


the impartial and friendly spirit with which 
the government can confidently claim it has 
acted throughout the entire controversy.” 


Comment of the Times. 


The Times, commenting editorially upon 
the correspondence, says: 

When the offensive and unwarranted at- 
tack by Mr. Sherman on the good faith of 
this country was disclosed there was a gen- 
eral destre to treat it as a mere personal 
outbreak of ill temper and ill manners. Lord 
Salisbury’s subsequent assent to a confer- 
ence of experts was acclaimed in the United 
States as a triumph of the policy of bluff and 


bullying. 

“The publication .of the dispatches show- 
ing how the agreement for a new conference 
was arrived at will be a relief to the public 
mind. Nothing has been done to compromise 
thé dignity of the nation or to give even an 
apparent triumph to the tactics of unwar- 
rantable dictation. 

Mr. Sherman's extraordinary dispatch, 
unexampled probably in the annals of dip- 
lomacy, has been conclusively answered in 
state papers, admirable alike in reasoning 
power and literary form, prepared by the 
Colonial Office, dealing fully with Mrs. Sher- 
man’s contentions and demolishing them in 
the most complete and satisfactory way. 

“The document absolves Lord Salisbury 
from the necessity of entering into details 
irrelevant to the controversy, and at the 
same time it leaves him free to assent to an 
investigation relating to matters of fact 
which it is obviously desirable to have as- 
certained before the time arrives to con- 
sider whether It is necessary or desirable to 
revise the pelagic regulations.

Knocked in the Head.

“Although the Governor’s statement is 
perhaps meaningless so far as practice is 
concerned, it is to be deeply deplored that 
the bank has budged from its principle. It 
is not dignified for the Old Lady of Thread- 
needie Street to flirt with the bimetallic fad- 
dists. We wantgold against our notes, and 
there is no reason why an old statute, 
passed when silver bore an entirely different 
character, should be refurbished at the bid 
ding of those who want to aispose of silver. 
The bank’s reserve is not so large that it can 
be tinkered with. Moreover, by yielding in 
these matters of principle, we open the way 
to the thin edge of the wedge.

bank stock, and so close a risk.”’ 


Want Gold Against Notes. 

The St. James’ Gazette says on the same 
subject: 

The scheme seems to |* knocked on the 
head for the present; but the reception of 
even this feeble announcement in the city 
will have an effect anything but favorable 
to the bimetallists. A substantial element 
of indignation arises at the feeling that the 
government and the bank have been doing 
a little diplomacy at our expense, and for 
the advantage of Americans.

Then the Circassia’s anchor chain was fixed 
as a drag rope, but owing to the heavy sea 
this also broke at 8 o' clock on the following 
morning, after the Island had towed the 
Circassia bog seventy miles. The Island 
then left us. 

“The bad weather continued, and the 
crew rigged up the fore yards. On the morn- 
ing of the 7th the foretopsail yard was 
hoisted, and with this and a fore and after 
canvas the ship became somewhat steadier. 
But it merely drifted. On Thursday, the 
th, the weather was hazy; on Friday it was 
fine, and on Saturday and Sunday the wind 
freshened and increased so that on Monday, 
the 13th, the Circassia rolled considerably. 
We sighted the Memnon at 8 o'clock that 
morning. The seas were so heavy that a 
boat could not be lowered, so a line was at- 
tached to a life buoy, which was dropped 
overboard and picked up by the Memnon. 
Two steel hawsers were connected in this 
way, but at the first strain they sna) ped like 
a ribbon. 

It was then decided, in spite of the heavy 
seas, to lower a boat, and this was done 
about 4 o’clock in the afternoon. Simulta- 
neously the Memnon approached the Cir- 
cassia. A moment of tremendous excite- 
ment followed, for it was feared that the 
boat would be crushed between the steamers, 
It was a thrilling scene as the boatmen, row- 
ing like grim death, forced their tiny craft 
between the great vessels, then so close to- 
gether that its destruction seemed inevita- 
ble. A line was thrown across, a cable was 
attached, and there was no further hitch.” 

Purser Brown says: Without the slight- 
est warning the shaft broke with a terrific 
report. Most of the passengers were on deck 
at the time, and crowded about the officers 
to learn what had happened. There was no 
panic, though the women were nervous until 
they had been assured that there was ne 
danger.“ 

All the passengers highly praise the con- 
duct of the officers of the Circassia. 


ASKS FOR ANOTHER WARSHIP. 


Consul Pringle Wants Protection for 
Americans in Guatemala—Morales 
Leads Insurgents. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 17.—A telegram 
has been received at the State department 
confirming the press reports of the capture 
yesterday by insurgents of the government 
position at Quezaltenango, Guatemala. This 
Place is about fifty miles back from the 
Pacific coast and was one of the most im- 
portant government strongholds. United 
States Consul Pringle, who reports the fact 
to the State department, has asked for an- 
other warship in addition to the Alert to 
protect American interests in the country, 
but the department believes that the one 
already there will be sufficient at present 


and will await further developments before 


adding to the force. The Alert has not yet 
left San Francisco, but is under orders to 
hasten southward. It will touch at Aca- 
pulco en route, so as to afford the State 
department an opportunity to amend her 
orders if occasion should arise. 

San Francisco, Cal.; Sept. 17.—According 
to a telegram received here Prospero Mo- 
rales has been chosen as chief of the rebel 
forces in the Guatemala revolution, which 
is taken as indicative that he will be Gua- 
temala’s next President. Barrios has few 
friends in Guatemala, as he has carried 
things with a high hand during his six 
years’ administration. He gained the en- 


mity of Morales by relieving him of the 


position of Minister of War, merely, it is 
claimed, because the latter was too popu- 
lar. Should he fall into the hands of the 
rebel chief it is generally believed that he 
will be given a short shrift. 

In view of the fact that Barrios has char- 
tered a steamer from the Pacific Mail com- 
pany, which has been lying at San José de 
Guatemala with steam up, ready to put 
to sea at short notice, it is thought that 
he will follow the example of Ezeta of Sal- 
vador and leave the enemy in undisputed

SPREAD OF YELLOW FEVER. 


Fifteen New Cases Are Reported for 
the Day at Edwards, 
Miss. 


Vicksburg, Miss., Sept. 17.—Dr. Purnell 
reports to the State Board of Health tonight 
fifteen new cases for the day, including one 
convalescent at Edwards, the worst report 
yet. 

Four trained nurses have been sent to 
Edwards by special train. 

Dr. Harris of Vicksburg arrived at Nita 
Youma this morning and took charge of the 
Cameron case. A careful diagnosis shows 
symptoms of yellow fever and aengue, but 
the patient is too near well to determine 
which, ifeither. Cameron was up today and 
is improving rapidly. If he has yéllow ever 
it is remarkably light. 

Jackson, Miss., Sept. 17.—There was one 
death from yellow fever at Augusta, Perry 
Courty. 

There are seven new cases at Ocean 
Springs, and of the twenty-five sick people 
several are growing worse. 

At Augusta, Miss., today the Rev. T. S. 
Powell of Brandon died of yellow fever. 


MORE VICTIMS IN NEW ORLEANS. 


Eight New Cases for the Day, the Hot 
Weather Serving to Spread 
the Pest. 


New Orleans, La., Sept. 17.—The fever sit- 
uation in New Orleans.today assumed a 
somewhat more serious aspect than at any 
time since Sunday, when six of the St. 
Claude cases were declared to. be yellow 
fever. At 6 o'clock this evening the 
Board of Health officially announced the 
appearance of eight new cases, and of these 
one death, that of Zena Brauner. At the 
office of the Board of Health today’s re- 
ports were disappointing. 

Yesterday was one of the hottest days of 
the month, and there seems to have been a 
rapid development of germs. The new cases 
today represent the extreme upper, the ex- 
treme lower, and central portion of the city, 
but there has been no serious spread from 
original foci. 

At Biloxi there are nineteen cases of actual 
yellow fever under treatment, with diagnosis 
reserved as to twelve cases.

MAZE IN BUNDAY SUICIDE 


FAMILY HAS NO CLEW TO THE YOUNG 
HUSBAND’S MOTIVE, 


Grief-Stricken Father Denies Any-<- 
thing Said or Done by His Relatives 
Could Have Caused the Deed—De-« 
clares There Was No Bitter Opposi- 
tion to the Marriage — Widow’s 
Story te the Coroner—Son Transfers 
Property to Parent in Milwaukee. 


m a rear parlor of the Bundax home, 288 
Calumet avenue, lies the body of George J. 
Bunday, whose two-days’ honeymoon came 
to such a tragic ending in Milwaukee on 
Thursday. The remains were brought to 
this city over the Northwestern road yes- 
terday afternoon, accompanied by the griet- 
stricken mother and sister. 

The widowed bride, too weak from the 
effects of poison to leave her bed, remains 
in Milwaukee in the care of physicions. Ad- 
vices received by the Bunday family late 
last evening were that her condition was tar 
from favorable, and intimated grief might 
succeed where poison had failed. She is said 
to be penniless and has telegraphed to her 
relatives for money to pay her hotel bill. 

The family and friends of young Bunday 
say they are unable to arrive at any satis- 
factory explanation for his suicide and the 
attempted suicide of his briae. That the 
young couple resolved to die together be- 
cause of the objections of the young man’s 
family to their marriage is not generally be- 
lieved. The inquest at Milwaukee devel- 
oped no new facts. 

No explanatory letters, it is said, were left 


Father Denies Bitterness. 


George F. Bunday, the father, a real es- 
tate dealer and capitalist, positively denied 
either himself or any member of the family 
had ever seriously opposed the marriage 
of his son to Miss Warren. 

We opposed the affair,“ he said, “ not 
bitterly, as has been said, but mostly on 
account of the disparity of ages, the young 
woman being, I understand, considerably 
older than my son. 

On Monday George left home, as usual, 
in the forenoon, but before leaving the 
house entered his mother’s room and told 
her that he had about decided to take our 
advice and give up Miss Warren. We were 
all much pleased. As to what messages 
might have passed between my son and my 
wife relative to his marriage I know abso- 
lutely nothing. 

“I will say positively, however, that my 
son's rash act was not caused by any harsh 
word or treatment he received or had rea- 
son to expect he might receive at our hands.“ 

George J. Bunday fell heir to $50,000 while 
he was in college at Ann Arbor, where he 
was the head of a gay set. Blanche War- 
ren, now his widow, was for several years a 
social star in Bay City, Mich. Her father 
was at one time President and cashier of 
the First National Bank of Bay City and 
then President of the Warren Lewis Lum- 
ber company. Business finally went against 
him. The family stood high socially until 
business reverses came.. Charles B. Warren 
of the firm of Dickinson & Thurber of De- 
troit is a cousin of Mrs. Bunday. 

Transfers His Property. 

Milwaukee, Wis., Sept. 17.—[Special.]— 
Attorney C. M. Scanlan of this city related 
a story today that seems to show George 
Bunday contemplated suicide as early as 
Monday night. 

About 8 o’clock on Monday night,“ Mr. 
Scanlan said, “‘ Mr. Bunday came into my 
office, introduced himself, and stated that 
he wanted to transfer all his Chicago real 
estate to his father. I made out the neces- 
sary papers, and when he attempted to sign 
them he was so nervous he could scarcely 
write. It was impossible for me to read the 
name he had written and I would not ac- 
cept it until he had rewritten it. Mr. Run- 
day did not sign his wife’s name and I did 
nut ask him if he was married.“ 

Monday night young Bunday sent the fol- 
lowing message to his parents: 

Am called to Milwaukee on business. 
Will return tomorrow. GEORUE.” 

Two hours later he sent a message ad- 
dressed to his mother as follows: 

Come to the Hote] Plankinton tonight. 

„ GBORGE.”’ 
Went Direct to the Depot. 

This latter message was received late in 
the evening at Chicago, and his mother and 
sister went at once to the depot and learned 
the next train would not Jeave for Milwau- 
kee until 3 a. m. In the meantime they 
wired him to learn what was the matter, 
and while waiting in the depot received the 
following: 

Am very well. Will return tomorrow. 
Love to mother. GEORGE.” 

Then they decided’ not to go to Milwaukee, 
and the next morning they received the let- 
ter informing them of his marriage to Miss 
Blanche Warren. They were indignant at 
the course he had pursued, and his mother 
sent him the following telegram: 

Do not bring her home until we see you 
first alone.“ 

Before she left with the body this after- 
noon young Bunday’s mother said: 

The cause of the tragedy was that the 
young man had fallen in love with a woman 
much older than he was and that he was not 
in a condition to support a wife at this time. 
If it had been some young girl we would 
have blamed him and not her, but a woman 
as old as she ought to have kept him from 
doing wrong. I never saw her except once 
or twice at Ann Albor years ago, and yes- 
terday again when she was in the room 
where my son lay dead.“ 


Story to the Coroner. 
Coroner Winkenworder took the testimony 


Plankinton this morning. He says she had 
almost entirely recovered from the effects 
of the morphine. She told the story of their 
early love, separation, reunion, and mar- 
riage substantially as it was published in 
THE TRIBUNE. 

The rest of her testimony was that on 
Wednesday night they attended the per- 
formance at the Bijou Theater and after- 
wards retired to their room at the Plankin- 
ton. They sat up a long time writing let- 
ters, which were mailed to Chicago. She 
said her husband wrote forgiving his mother, 
believing she did not offer opposition to his 
marriage. Mrs. Bunday said she also wrote 
to the mother in thesame strain. She spoke 
bitterly of the strong determination of the 
father not to forgive his son and take him 
back with his wife. 

In the letter she sent to her husband’s 
parents the widow said she referred to a re- 
mark which some member of his family 
mace, stating she was trifling with Mr. 
Bunday. She told them probably her ac- 
tions would show her love was as true as his, 
as she would die with him. She forgave 
‘Mrs. Bunday, but said she hoped curses 
would follow her husband’s father during 
the rest of his life for his opposition, 

Mrs. Bunday intimated the letter received 
on Wednesday from the parental home 
stated it would be best for George to take 
a trip to some other part ot the world for 
a time and forget his wife. 

e Ihe Rev. Dr. Brown, who married the 
pair, made a statement tonight that Mrs. 
zunday Sr. had told him George Bunday 
and his wife had written a letter to them 
on Tuesday telling them on Monday night 
they had each taken three grains of mor- 
phine. 

Had a Morphine Case. 

The morphine was used Thursday night by 
means of hypodermic injection. A neat case 
containing all the instruments necessary 
belonged to the groom, who at times had 
been in the habit of using small quantities 
of morphine. His wife had been a surgical 
nurse and she was familiar with the use of 
the drug in this form. 

The widow stated it had been her hus- 
band’s intention to start in the law business 
for himself. To the best of her knowledge 
it was his desire that his father fit up an 
office for him, and when he learned of his 
father’s objections to the marriage the blow 
was a crushing one.

Women Compel Men to Strike, 


This morning's violent scene at Audenried 
was almost an exact repetition of yes<er- 
day’s at the same place.

About 100 men reported 
for work at the former, when the wild band 
of women swooped down upon them. The 
men promptly quit work before any injury 
could be inflicted.

The call for troops which came from Cran 
berry this morning was the act st a scared 
night watchman, who mistook soldiers for 
strikers. All the dynamite that can be found 
in the region is being collected and stored to 
keep it from the hands of the miners, and 
100 men from the Ninth Regiment weresent 
over to guard the house. The watchman 
saw the lights and moving figures, lost his 
nerve, and telephoned that an attack was 
threatened. 

Inquest Next Wednesday. 

Deputy Coroner Bowman will begin the 
inquest over the bodies of the dead miners 
next Wednesday afternoon. General Gobin 
wibl not interfere with tomorrow night’s big 
mass-meeting unless highly colored speeches 
are made. As a precautionary measure a 
guard of soldiers will be present. 

The only change in the strike situation to- 
day was the return to work of the 500 men 
employed at Coxe’s Reaver Meadow colliery. 
The miners say that this is only temporarily 
and that if the other Coxe men at Drifton 
and elsewhere decide at their meeting of next 
Monday to go out the Beaver Meadow mea 
will join them.

BIG GAINS IN BANK CLEARINGS. 


New York, Sept. 17.—The end of the

Enormous Exports of Wheat. 


The wheat market has declined over five 
cents on account of crop reports which 
promise larger prosperity, and corn and 
cotton are both a little lower for like 
reasons. Yet estimates of the highest 
financial authorities, regarding requirements 
from this country, are not smaller, but larger 
than before, while better prospects in Ar- 
gentina, Australia, and India hold out no 
promise of large European supplies or of 
any until winter is about over. Atlantic ex- 
ports of wheat, flour included, are more 
than double last year this week, and in two 


weeks 8,820,318 bushels, against 4,107,721 


- 


last year, and of corn 7,096,363 bushels, 
against 3,987,826 last year. From the Paci- 
fic coast wheat is also moving largely, twen- 
ty-two cargoes from San Francisco this 
month, and over 548,985 bushels in seven 
days from Portland. 

Corn declined over 3 cents, with growing 
belief that the year would surpass esti- 
mates. Cotton was depressed from 7% t 
7 cents, with favorable news of yield, al- 
though the mills are now consuming with 
great rapidity. 

The stock market had another of its reac- 
tions on Monday, but on Tuesday was high- 
er than ever. The reactions thus far have 
been significant. After the average of sixty 
active stocks had risen $4 per share, it fell 
B6 cents in two days of reaction in June, and 
then rose again. After rising 55 more it fell 
17 cents on Aug. 9, then rose another dol- 
lar, and had a serious reaction of 69 cents on 
the 17th, but was higher than ever within 
a week. On Aug. 24 and 25 it fell 25 cents, 
but it then rose $3 more. On Sept. 13 its re- 
action averaged 25 cents and it since ad- 
vanced 51. O7. f 

Boom in the Iron Industry. 

The iron industry again shows increasing 
demand, and an average of prices nearly 1 
per cent higher, due to purchasing by con- 
Summers. Buying of-100,000 tons of Bessemer 
pig at Pittsburg has advanced the price to 
$10. Gray forge is hard to find there at 
$¥.15, and billets sell at $15.50, with output 
increased to 122,431 tons weekly. Connels- 
ville coke advanced to $1.40 for furnace. 

Textile mills are more fully employed than 
at any other time for years, though new 
buying has diminished in amount and 
though, while the number of orders received 
is still large, the amount is smaller. The 
demand is still very good for the season, and 
prices are firm throughout, with some fur- 
ther advances. Actual buying of wool by 
mills is increasing at all markets, with the 
belief that foreign supplies are short. 

Failures for the week have been 24 in the 
United States, against 317 last year, and 40 
in Canada, against 32 last year. 


As Viewed by Rradstreet's. 

Notwithstanding unseasonably warm 
Weather and the appearance of yellow 
fever in several gulf States, checking local- 
ly the distribution of merchandise, says 
Bradstreet’s, business throughout the coun- 
try has increased more than anticipated. 
The center of improvement is Chicago, 
which furnished the most favorable trade re- 
port within five years: Advices from Kan- 
sas City, Omaha, St. Paul, and St. Louis 
also refiect activity in demand among job- 
bers and wholesalers. There is a temporary 


' stimulus to business at Savannah, owing to 


the withdrawal of competition from mer- 
chants at towns cut off by the fever quaran- 
tine. Chattanooga, Memphis, Atlanta, Au- 
gusta, Galveston, and even St. Louis antic- 
ipate a temporary falling off in business 
owing to the interruption to traffic in the 
gulf States and adjoining territory. The 
practical settlement of the bituminous coal 
strike, a further rising tide of demand for 
fron and steel products, the withdrawal from 
the market of some manufacturers of wool- 
ens, extraordinarily large bank clearings, 
and reports that mercantile collections have 
improved constitute the features of the 
week. 

Wheat exports are very large, and, with 
one exception—that of the second week of 
September, 1891—are the heaviest on record. 
The total shipments this week, flour includ- 
ed as wheat, aggregate 6,379,948 bushels,

MAYOR HARRISON’S JUNKET. 


He Inspects the Garbage Plant of the 
Connecticut Reduction Company 
at Bridgeport. 


Bridgeport, Conn., Sept. 17.—[Special.j— 
Carter H. Harris n, Chicago’s young Mayor, 
was in this city this morning. He came here 
to investigate the working of the garbage 
plant of the Connecticut Reduction and 
Fertilizing company, of which ex-Mayor 
Clark is general manager. The d:stin- 
guished visitor and his committee madc a 
short but complete inspection of the plant 
and then returned to the Atlantic Hotel, 
where they were guests of Mr. Clark. 

The party, including City Clerk Mullins, 
drove to the reduction plant in the West End, 
where its operation was explained dy ex- 
Mayor Clark. Mayor Harrison was much 
interested in the process. Commiss‘oner 
McGann, however, was the practical nan of 
the party and plied Mr. Clark with many 
questions. 

When asked his opinion regarding the 
operation of the Holthaus reduction plant, 
which is the system used here, Mayor Har- 
rison said: Of course I could not form any 
definite idea in regard toit. It certainly ap- 
pears to be all right and works admirably, 
but we will have to go over the entire matter 
when we get home and then decide upon the 
system. ä 

“This committee,“ said he, was ap- 
pointed to look up the best system for the 
reduction of garbage. While Chicago is gen- 
erally up to date, weare woefully behind the 
times in regard to the disposal of refuse 
and garbage. The collections will reach be- 
tween 600 and 700 tons daily, and perhaps 
even 1,000 tons during the summer months. 
We have no way to dispose of it except to 
collect and cart it to unoccupied quarries 
and thelake. We have been bothered great- 
ly with odors arising and have had to in- 
troduce disinfectants. We have come to the 
conclusion that the garbage must be reduced 
and we are looking for the best method, and 
one that can be adopted at a reasonable ex- 
penditure. We have visited Pittsburg, Phil- 
adelphia, New York, and this city. We will 
go from here to Buffalo, then on to Detroit 
and home.“ 


MOSES AFTER THE GAS TRUST. 


Civic Federation May Make a Fight 
in the Courts on the Consolida- 
tion Statute. 


It is possible the Civic federation may de- 
cide to attack the gas consolidation law in 
the courts. Attorney Adolph Moses of the 
federation said yesterday he was confident 
he could win such a suit, and he had already 
begun collocting testimony to be used in 
such a contingency. 

It is a bad law,“ said Mr. Moses, ir- 
respective of the manner of its passage, 
aud I have no doubt the Supreme Court 
would so decide, although it would only be 
after a hard legal battle.“ 

Most of the testimony gathered by Mr. 
Moses so far is contained in a statement 
made to him by William Greenhoff of 188 
Division street, a former employé of the 
gas company, and supplemental to one made 
by him relative to charges of bribery in 
the passage of the consolidation bill. 

Mr. Moses said the trip to Springfield 
taken by himself and Sidney C. Eastman 
had been and would be barren of results 
so far as any prosecution or bribery cases 
growing out of the actions of the last Gen- 
eral Assembly was concerned. 

Greenhoff came to me some time aso.“ 
said Mr. Moses, with a story of how ho, as 
tciephone operator in the gas company’s of- 
fice, had overheard many conversations over 
the wires, both between here and Spring- 
field and on local connections, which would 
go to prove the method by which the gas 
legislation was secured. Just before the 
gas bills were passed an agent was sent 
down from the Chicago bffice, and after his 
departure the bank wrappers of bundles of 
greenbacks of large denomination were 
found in the waste paper basket.” 


HESS AND BLAKELEY CLASH. 


Speakers at the Sovereign Citizens’ 
Meeting Disagree—Former Makes 
Some Sweeping Statements. 


The Sovereign Citizens of Cook County 
met last night at 206 La Salle-street to dis- 
cuss the possibility of calling together a 
State convention for the promotion of the 
initiative and referendum in na- 
tional, State, and municipal governments. 

The address of the evening was made by 
John M. Hess. He declared he was not an 
Anarchist, made sweeping statements 
against Hebrews, business-men, and city- 
bred folks, and predicted the downfall of 
this country. He admonished his hearers 
to rise up and wipe out of existence all cor- 
porations, syndicates, and trusts. 

Attorney Blakeley answered the speaker 
in scathing terms. He said the primaries 
should be the battle flelds and the ballot 
voxes the cannons of true reformers.

Will Prosecute Charles Belmont, Who 
Mistook Her for a “ Strong 
Arm“ Woman. 


Because Miss Estelle Parker, 4209 Wabash 
avenue, resembled a woman who robbed him 
of $50, Charles Belmont on Thursday even- 
ing caused her arrest and forced her to 
spend an hour in a cell at the Harrison Street 
Station. The young woman is of good fam- 
ily and spotless reputation, and when re- 
leased yesterday by Justice Martin charged 
Belmont with perjury and had him arrested. 

Miss Parker was in a flower store in Wa- 
bash avenue Thursday evening, on her way 
to the theater with a friend, when Belmont 
seized her and declared she was the woman 
who had robbed him on the street the pre- 
vious evening. He was armed with a war- 
rant, and before Miss Parker could offor any 
explanation as to her identity she was taken 
into custody and locked in a cell at the Har- 
rison Street Station with two levee charac- 
ters. 

Miss Parker was accompanied by Mrs. 
Treeber, 590 West Thirty-second street, who 
notified her family of the predicament in 
which she was placed, and the young wom- 
an's father, who is an official in the firm of 


hurried to the station and secured her re- 
lease on bail. ! 

Belmont, who caused the arrest, is a 
stranger, and gave his present address as 
the Palmer House. He is a Western travel- 
ing man from Fargo, N. D. The night pre- 
ceding the arrest he says he encountered a 
woman in Wabash avenue, who spoke with 
him a moment, and during the conversation 
stole $50 from his vest pocket. 

Mrs. Treeber and William Cammer, a 
railroad conductor, 6230 Madison avenue, 
declared they had accompanied Miss Parker 
to Milwaukee on the Virginia on the night 
the robbery occurred, but still Belmont in- 
sisted she was the woman who robbed him. 
Numerous other witnesses were present to 
testify to Miss Parker’s character and social 
standing, but Justice Martin would hear no 
more, declaring it a case of mistaken iden- 
tity. Immediately after Miss Parker was 
discharged -her friends gathered about her 
and she held an impromptu reception in the 
squadroom. 

Warrants were taken out for Belmont, and 
he was arrested charged with perjury. Oth- 
er charges will be brought, and he will be 
given a hearing this morning before Justice 
Martin, 


WRITES ERE SHE TRIES TO DIE. 


Mrs. Ottilda Kirsine Leaves Letters 
for Her Husband and the 
Hotelkeeper. 


Mrs. Ottilda Kirsine, 1730 Flournoy street, 
who tried unsuccessfully to end her life at 
the Quincy House, 146 Halsted street, early 
yesterday morning by inhaling gas from the 
jet in her room, is in charge of the matron 
at the Desplaines Street Station awaiting 
arraignment this morning before Justice 
Sabath on a charge of disorderly conduct,

Before she lay down to die the woman 
wrote two letter in German, one to the 
hutelkeeper and one to her husband. Trans- 
lated, the former read as follows: 

Honorable Dear Hotelkeeper: Kindly 
eicuse me and forgive me that I have uscd 
your room for this purpose. Notify my hus- 
band and he will pay you well for the prem- 
ises. Kindly send my body to 1730 Flournoy 
ctreet, near West Forty-eighth street.’’ 

The letter to the husband was as follows: 

Emil Kirsine: lamina hotel at present, 
but I cannot carry out my object, as the gas 
2 turned off, and you know 1am very green. 

tut I shall take the burden off you anyway, 
as I am going to think the matter over to- 
night. I am too much acoward to jump into 
the river. 

“You always used to say that if I am 
away from you that your b. r. will send you 
money. But if you desire to remember me 
du not take her into your house. I go away 
without hate and forgive you all I can, but 
I do not desire to live any longer, and don’t 
propose to have you call me those names. 
Don’t take a wife again, because you may 
commit a crime, even if you do owe this 
money. Now that I am dead, please do not 
call me any more of those names, as now 
you have no cause. 

Now, please do me this favor. Put me 
in the grave with my little girl. If you want 
to bury me from my home do so, as I leave 
everything at your disposal. Give my love 
to the little ones, and I hope that you will 
be well for the sake of the children. 

“I hope that you and the children will 
visit my grave as often as possible, as I 
loved you all. Do not hold yourself respon- 
sible for my death, as I was the blame of all. 

J would like to leave one word for Mrs. 
Buckinger, but I cannot. Still, she will re- 
member me, anyway. You know my wishes. 
Bury me in a white dress. Put it on your- 
self. Don’t let any one else doit. My lov- 
ing Emil. Yours, TILLIE. 

“Thursday Morning—I am running round 
from one drug store to another to get some 
morphine, but cannot get any. I cannot see 
the paper any more to write, as it is dark. 
Give my best love to the children, and also 
give them some of the money you will re- 
ceive from my lodge. Don’t ever forget me.

One of the 
gendarmes was wounded in the fight with 
the mob. Officer Sanchez suffered con- 
tusions from being trampled upon.

GENERAL LEE IN WASHINGTON. 


Consul General to Havana Goes to the 
Capital to Talk Over the Situation 
with the President. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 17.—General Fits- 
hugh Lee, Consul General at Havana, ar- 
rived in the city tonight. The President, it is 
understood, desires to have a talk with the 
Consul General over the situation in Cuba 
before his departure for Massachusetts next 
week, and General Lee’s visit here is pre- 
sumably for that purpose.

BRYAN MAKES AN APPEAL 


Asks All Democrats to Sustain 
the Old Platform. 


HENRY GEORGE FOR MAYOR. 


New York, Sept. 17.—[Special.]—Tammany 
is not having peace or quiet within itself 
over the silver question. One of the most 
prominent Tammany Hall leaders received 
yesterday a letter from William J. Bryan 
in which Mr. Bryan begs all straightforward 
Democrats to stand by the principles laid 
down in the Chicago platform of 1896. 

Mr. Bryan deplores the disposition of the 
iocal Democratic machines to thrust into the 
background the principles which guided the 
national Democracy in 1896. 

He recommends that the flag under which 
the Democrats fought a year ago, and which 
attracted the support of more than 6,000,000 
voters, be set at the masthead and kept 
there throughout the battle for control of 
the greater City of New York. 

He calls attention to the fact that another 
fight for the control of the federal govern- 
ment will soon be here and wonders what the 
position of those Democrats will be who, 
through a mistaken idea, desert those prin- 
ciples for which they loudly clamored a few 
months ago. 

Tammany leaders, nevertheless, are send- 
ing out orders everywhere to evade all men- 
tion of the Chicago platform. 


The free silver Democrats will ask Henry 


George to become their candidate for Mayor, 
and in case he refuses Justice W. J. Gaynor 
of the Supreme Court will be requested to 
become their standard-bearer. 


Silwer Ticket Assured. 


The committee of twenty-five appointed 
by the Holland House conference of Bryan 
Democrats met tonight at the headquarters 
of the united Democratic org!anizations and 
decided to issue a call for a city convention 
to be held on Sept. 28. This means that 
there will be an out-and-out free silver or 
Bryan candidate in the race for Mayor of 
Greater New York.

ANNUAL REPORT OF SANTA FE. 


Net Earnings Show an Increase of 
Nearly a Million Dollars Over 
the Previous Year. 


New York, Sept. 17.—The second annual 
report of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa 
Fé railway company for the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30, 1897, was made public today. 
The following is a summary of the opera- 
tions of the system for the fiscal year: 

Total earnings from operation, $30,621,- 
230.10; total operating expenses, 522.887, 
188.81; net earnings, $7,754,041.29; receipts 
from other sources, $254,499.09; net revenue, 
$8,008,540.38; taxes, rentals, and other 
charges, $1,947,236.75; balance applicable to 
fixed charges, $6,061,303.63; fixed interest 
charges, $4,608,858.03; total surplus for fiscal 
year, $1,452,445.60; surplus for preceding six 
months, $150,781; total surplus to June 30, 
1897, 81.603, 226.60. 

The net earnings from operations show 
an increase of $825,859 as compared with the 
year ending June 30, 1896. The percentage 
of operating expenses to earnings was 74.68, 
a decrease of 1.48 per cent from the previous 
fiscal year. 


LAURIER ON CANADA’S FUTURE. 


Says Tide of Immigration Will Turn 
from United States to Dominion 
Soon— Route to Seaboard. 


Montreal, Que., Sept. 17.—Sir Wilfrid Lau- 
rier, as Premier of Canada and the repre- 
sentative of Canada to the Queen’s jubilee, 
was entertained by the Board of Trade to- 
day. Ata banquet after treating of the de- 
nunciation of the German treaty and stating 
that Canada had attained its status as a 
nation, he pointed out that the American 
republic had been the center of attraction 
for all Europe. Touching on the prestige es- 
tablished by the war of independence and 
the first establishment of democratic gév- 
ernment, he said a new star of liberty had 
risen in the west, and whatever the Ameri- 
cans could claim that Canada could claim 
also. The day was not far distant when the 
tide of immigration to the States would be 
reversed and Canada would teach those wel- 
come immigrants to sing God Save the 
Queen.“ 

This would be a guarantee of peace. They 
would learn there was as much or more lib- 
erty under monarchical institutions in Cana- 
da as under the American republic. Ninety 
per cent of our products went to Europe by 
American ports, but that state of affairs 
must be reversed. The St. Lawrence was 
the natural outlet of America for trade with 
Europe. He hoped some day to discuss this 
question before an American audience and 
to bring about more friendly relations be- 
tween the two nations.

WILD ESCAPADE OF AUGUSTUS COOK, 
THE WELL KNOWN ACTOR. 


While Frenzied with Drink the Man 
Who Made Himself Famous in the 
Theatrical World by His Clever 
Impersonation of Napoleon At- 
tempts the Life of His Wite, Their 
Baby, and a Servant—Pursues Them 
Around the House with a Knife. 


New York, Sept. 17.—{Special. }—Augustus 
Cook, whose impersonation of Napoleon in 
Mme. Sans Gene made him notable 
among the leading actors of the day, at- 
tempted to kill his wife, their baby, and a 
maid servant tonight. Cook got home this 
afternoon, wild with drink, and quarteled 
with his wife. In his drunken rage he picked 
up a Knife and chased her around the house. 
When Lizzie Brown, the servant, tried to 
wrest the knife from him he stabbed her in 
the right hand. He then stabbed his wife 
in the back of the head. 

The screaming of the women attracted a 
crowd in front of the house and Policeman 
MeGloin of the West Fifteenth Street Sta- 
tion finally came along. Meanwhile Dr. A. 
K. Smith, who lives in Cook’s nouse, hast- 
ened to the assistance of the women und 
succeeded in disarming Cook. Policeinan 
McGloin put Cook under arrest and called an 
ambulance from the Manhattan Hospital. 


Not Seriously Wounded. 


Mrs. Cook, it was said, was not seriously 
wounded, the stab wound, although three 
inches in length, being superficial. She 
went to her father’s house as soon as it 
was dressed. The servant’s hand was at- 
tended to by one of the doctors. Her hurt 
was merely superficial also. 

Cook was arraigned before the desk of the 
West One Hundredth Street Police Station. 
It was plain that he had been drinking. 

Why did you assault these women?” the 
Sergeant asked. 

I must have been crazy,” 
said Cook, with an effort.

IS TROPHY OF THE WAR OF 1812. 


Great Britain May Be Asked to Return 
the Old Frigate President to 
United States. 


[SPECIAL CABLE.] 

London, Sept. 17.—[Copyright, 1897, by W. 
R. Hearst.]~—The American man-of-war 
kept here tied up to the dock by the British 
government may become the subject of 
diplomatic negotiations. She is the frigate 
President, captured by the British off Long 
Island in the war of 1812. Since the success 
of AmbassadorgBayard in securing the res- 
toration to America of the log bf the May- 
flower several letters received at the Ameri- 
can embassy call attention to the old frigate 
President, asking if some means could not 
be devised of securing her return. Thus 
far the embassy has taken no action in the 
matter. 

A correspondent went aboard the Presi- 
dent today. She is now a regular’ ship in 
the British navy and lies at the West India 
docks in London, where she is used as a 
drill ship for the naval reserve. The Presi- 
dent is kept in excellent order, and the fig- 
urehead of John Adams Is bright with gold. 

At the time of her capture, when com- 
manded by the gallant Decatur, she was 
the largest frigate in the world, carrying 
sixty guns. She only surrendered after 100 
Americans in the crew had been killed and 
when a second British frigate came up to 
help the Endymion. Today, however, she 
looks like a small craft and is really less 
than 2,000 tons, and bears no evidence of 
the terrific cannonade she sustained. Every 
plank seems to be as sound as when 
launched. At the .Admiralty, however, 
doubts were expressed whether she could 
cross the Atlantic without going to pieces, 
and in any event, it was said, she would be 
worthless except as a curiosity. It was also 
said there that she had been almost rebuilt 
above the water line, but it was admitted 
that the frame, keel, masts, and much of 
the planking are original. Her history has 
been carefully kept at the Admiralty since 
she was captured from the Americans. She 
has ever since been in the British navy, but 
her name has never been changed. The offi- 
cres aboard today said she made little or no 
water and appeared to be sound. 

An Englishman writes to the Times asking 
what Britain is to get in return for the log 
of the Mayflower, and suggests a general 
exchange of war trophies to cement the 
friendship of the two nations, and says the 
United States should give up the flags and 
the wooden lion now held at Annapolis and 
captured from the British.

Atlanta Journal Makes a v iolent 
Assault on McKinley. 


SAYS HE HATES THE SOUTH. 


Hogansville, Ga., Sept. 17.—[Special.]— 
The true story of the shooting of Post- 
master Loftin, who was shot from ambush 
on Tuesday night, shows it to have beena 
deliberate conspiracy to take his life, be- 
cause he had accepted the place over the 
protest of the white people. who objected to 
a negro postmaster. A strong fight was made 
against his appointment, but it was made, 
nevertheless, but his troubles were only be- 
ginning. He could not rent an office in 
town, and was forced into a near suburb, 
where he got a room, but even then he was 
not allowed to handle the mails.

A decoy letter had been 
sent him which took him along a certain 
pathway, when the four pulled down on him, 
and it was only bad marksmanship that 
saved him from instant death. The men 
then separated, supposing that they had 
completed their work. Loftin called in a

Neither of the men has been quoted as to 
his thoughts on his chances. It is gen- 
erally conceded that Champion Whigham 
has an easy match.

This will be a hard day's 
playing for Betts, as he has not had nearly 
the experience of the champion.

LLOYD AND ANDERSON’S PLAY. 


Rare Exhibition of Golf Furnished in 
Their Performange in the 
Open Contest. 
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Spectators who followed the games of 
Lioyd and Anderson were treated to rare 
exhibitions of golf. At times the play of 
both of these men was perfect, Impossible 
to beat. Long drives and brassie shots, 
pretty approaches, and accurate putting 
were characteristic of their play. Rarely 
were bunkers encountered, and if one of 
these men happened to be so unfortunate 


he was well out with a mashie or lofter on 


the next shot. 


In the morning Lloyd made a fifteen-foot. 


putt out at the home geen, making the hole 


in four. This was one better than bogey. In

But 
Lloyd holed out. 

Anderson exhibited his skill as an all- 
around player by his facility in getting out of 
bad lies and bunkers. Several times he 
played his ball into the long grass, but in- 
variably made long mashie or brassie shots 
out. He made a beautiful loft at the tenth, 
the ball dropping on the green dead about 
one and one-half feet from the hole. An 
easy putt gave him the hole in two, equaling 
Letts’ and Macdonald’s similar shots made 
on Thursday. 

‘Going to the thirteenth hole the ball lay 
close to the high mound as the result of his 
third, but was well over on the green with 
his next. At the sixteenth, the horse- 
shoe hole, the ball lay in the bunker close 
to the side, but Anderson made a pretty loft 
out and lay on the green. At the seven- 
teenth his score was 73, his total for the 
thirty-five holes being equal to Lloyd’s at

ASKS AID FOR FAMINE VICTIMS. 


Rev. James Smith Writes of the Horror 
and That One Dollar a Month Will 
Save One Person. 


The Rev. Willard Scott, pastor of the 
South Congregational Church, sends to THE 


TRIBUNE a copy of a letter recently received 


by Morris Trumbull, who died at his Green- 
wood avenue home on Thursday. The letter 
describes the horros of starvation in India. 
Mr. Smith is at the head of a large industrial 
and mechanical school there, one-half sup- 
ported by the British government and one- 
half by private subscriptions in America. 
Mr. Scott says he is a man of unvarnished 
plainness and integrity, and may be de- 
pended on to speak the truth in this matter. 

The letter follows: 

“Ahmednagar, India, July 22.—Morris 
Trumbull, Esq., 164 Dearborn street, Chi- 
cago—Dear Mr. Trumbull: Lou may remem- 
ber my visit to your office in November last 
in the interests of industrial work in India. 
Since then the famine here has emphasized 
the need for that work as never before.

Black Joe Divides Honors 
with Star Pointer.

Indianapolis, Ind., Sept. 17.—[Special.j— 
Horseman Murphy of Chic ago is a sorely dis- 
appointed man tonight, owing to the defeat 
of Star Pointer by Joe Patchen in the sec- 
ond heat today for the $3,000 purse offered 
by the State Fair for a match race between 
the two famous pacers. The track was only 
fair, on account of the heavy rains yester- 
day, but late in the afternoon it began to dry 
out and was probably not more than two 
seconds slow when the great match race was 
started. 

Joe Patchen was the popular favorite 
here and the 40,000 people who filled the 
State Fair grounds, it being Indianapolis 
day, presented a saddened spectacle when 
Patchen lost the first heat by a léngth and 
a half in 2:04%. McCleary, holding the 
reins over the great record pacer, unbeatcn 
since back in July, probably figured that 
Patchen had been done for in the heavy go- 
ing of the first heat, and there was compara 
tively easy going in the second until they 
reached nearly the three-quarters pole. Ar 
this point Patchen, who nad never slackened 
his pace, was a full length and his sulky 
ahead. Dickerson was driving for his hie 
and McCleary began to urge on the cham- 
pion. Coming into the stretch the pace was 
increased, but those with glasses saw that 
the Patchen had maintained his lead. His 
advantage had been gained largely by his 
having the pole by agreement in the second 
heat. McCleary was seen to lay the whip 
on Pointer and a shout went up from the 
grand stand, it being the first sign that the 
great pacer was weakening. Halfway down 
the stretch it was observed that Pointer had 
reached Patchen’s shafts. Not until then 
did John Dickinson begin to really urge the 
leader. Patchen responded with good wil 
and McCleary said tonight it was then he 
knew that he was done for. Patchen had 
all the speed of a youngster and without any 
great effort he held his advantage to the 
wire, Pointer closing up at almost his throat- 
latch. 

Patchen seemed good and tired after the 
heat, and Murphy claims Pointer could have 
won the race had it been fifty feet longer. 
The time of the second heat was 2:03, wnich 
horsemen generally admit was as good as 
2:01 on a fast track. 

The crowd was so noisy that the judges 
could not agree on the last quarter, which 
was estimated at 29 seconds flat. The last 
half of the second heat was made in 1:00%4 
and the judges all agree that the horses went 
under the wire at better than a two minute 
clip.

The view of the Picayune is at least Far- 
tially sustained by the small number of cases 
reported within the last two days and the 
evidence that the disease is largely under 
control in New Orleans. If the present 
change of temperature should reach the 
gulf coast it may assist materially in check- 
ing the further spread of the disease. 


LABOR AND FREE SILVER. 

The Illinois Federation of Labor has 
adopted a plank calling for the free coinage 
of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1. But this 
demand is not accompanied by any state- 
ment of the alleged benefits to trades union- 
ism. Nor did any member of the conven- 
tion say anything calculated to throw any 
light on the subject. 

This is a singular omission. Those who 
adopted that free coinage plank claim to be 
friends of labor. It is to be assumed that 
they would not insert anything in their 
platform which they did not think would 
benefit organized labor.“ But how can 
that labor be helped by being paid wages 
in semi-bogus money, which is worth only 
40 or 43 per cent of its face value? 

If the plank had demanded “ sound and 
stable money” no explanation would have, 
been necessary. For everybody understands 
that that is the kind of monty which labor 
needs, and that workingmen are special 
sufferers when the money is not sound and 
stable. But a request for unsound and 
unstable money—professedly for the benefit 
of labor—is so unusual as to demand an 
explanation. 

It is impossible to get one, however. The 
attention of the so-called labor leaders 
has been invited to the fact that the work- 
ing people have 2,000 millions of gold stand- 
ard money on deposit in the savings banks 
of the United States, and that a change of 
the money standard retroactively to 40- 
cent dollars would rob the working people 
of 1,200 millions of their savings. 

Those laborites have been asked how 
free coinage could be for the benefit of 
labor when the effect of its adoption would 
cost labor so dear at once. Their only 
reply has been some ranting speech—ie- 
livered between the whisky and the tobacco 
—to the effect that capitalists must be 
crushed and plutocrats must be beggared. 

How much is the mind of a man who can 
give no more rational reason than that de- 
veloped above the mind of a jabbering 
idiot? How is the beggaring of a capitalist 
going to aid labor? If the owner of a mill 
refuses to advance wages, do his employés 
better their condition by burning down that 
mill? Labor demagogues will say the 
capitalist is harmed, and thereforw labor 
must be benefited.” 

The walking delegates demand free coin- 
age. Were it given them workingmen 
would be po id their wages in debased money 
of little purchasing power. The walking 
delegates may say that capitalists—employ- 
ers—will be injured if good money, is driven 
Sut and bad money put in its place. So 
they will be, but their employés will be the 
ones who will suffer the most. The cap-

italist can protect himself to some extent | 


against the evils of a bad currency, The 
workingman cannot. 

The walking delegates dare not say that 
free coinage will bencfit labor, for they are 
unable to show any benefit. All they can 
assert is that “16 to 1” will harm em- 
ployers. So it will. But that is a con- 
fession that free coinage will be harmful 
to the men who belong to the trades unions, 
For whatever harms employers injures em- 
ployés. Labor and capital are so closely 
allied that one suffers when the other does. 


. = 
THE UNIONS AND THE MERIT SYSTEM. 

The civil service act makes no discrimiua- 
tion between union and non-union labor. 
Any man can apply to be examined and if 
he passes his name will be put on the cligi- 
ble list, even though he is not a member of 
some labor organization. Evidently the 
law was not framed by walking delegates. | 

Workingmen who do not have union cards 
have passed examinations and their names 
have been put on the eligible list. A few 
days ago the Superintendent of Sewers 
made a requisition for masonry inspect- 
ors. The eight names at the head of the 
list were certified tohim. Of the eight six 
were non-union men. This is odd in view 
of the claim of the walking delegates that 
the most intelligent and skillful working- 
men belong to unions. 

There is a city ordinance, passed by dem- 
agogical Aldermen, which directs that only 
union workmen shall be employed where 
skilled labor is required: The ordinance is 
illegal in itself, and if it were not it has no 
validity when a State law commands the 
municipality, under certain circumstances, 
to employ non-union men. Therefore the 
Superintendent of Sewers is going to set 
these six non-union men at work. 

But he states that if a strike is ordered 
on account of their assignment to duty he 
intends to discharge them. He observes 
that— 

There are at present 400 union bricklayers at 


| werk far contractors building sewers for the city. 


The moment the non-union inspectors are assigned 
to work I am certain a strike will be ordered. That 
would mean that the work on seven large sewers 
would be tled up. We cannot permit such action. 
I have decided to assign the inspectors to duty, 
and when a strike is ordered they will be dis- 
charged. That would settle the difficulty as far 
as this department is concerned. 


This is an invitation to the bricklayers to 
strike and a notice they will carry their 
point if they do. 

It may seem shocking to the union brick- 
layers employed by the sewer contractors 
that the quality of their work should be 
passed on by an inspector in the employ of 
the city who does not hold a union card. 
It may seem outrageous to them that such 
a man should be allowed to stand an ex- 
amination at all and that he should be 
marked higher than union men who had to 
compete with him. It may be that they will 
strike and deprive themselves of work 
sooner than see a hated non-union man 
criticising what they have done. 

If they strike or threaten to do so the 
Supecintendent says he will “settle the diffi- 


Service commission 
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charge a man on such causes as these. The 
charges must attack his competency, his 
faithfulness, his honesty. It cannot be im- 


puted to him as a crime that he does not see * 


fit to join a labor organization. °. 

If the Superintendent should attempt to 
discharge these men the matter should be 
taken into the courts at once. Prosecu- 
tions for violations of the civil service act 
may be instituted by the Attorney General, 
the State’s Attorney, or the commission. 
If the commission is timid and does not 
want to be drawn ‘into a controversy with 
labor unions and hurt the political future 
of its members, then the law will have to be 
vindicated by somebody else. 


GOVERNMENT OWNERSHIP. 

The two leading planks of the platform 
adopted by the IIlinois Federation of 
Labor at Bloomington embrace the follow- 
ing propositions: 

First—The government ownership of all rail- 
roads, mines, telegraphs, and telephones. 

Second—The municipal ownership and control 
of all the public conveniences which become a 
necessity by reason of the centralization of popu- 
Jation—namely: street railroads, water works, gas 


and electric light plants. . 
According to the record ef proceedings 


the platform as a whole received the sup- 
port of 38 delegates, while 20 voted aguinst 
it, 20 delegates being absent or not 
voting. So that the country is left in doubt 
whether these propositions really represent 
the views of a majority of the delegates to 
the Bloomington meeting or not, to say 
nothing of their constituents at home. 

But, assuming that the federation really 
means what it says in these propositions, 
how docs it propose to accomplish the re- 
sults at which it aims? In plainer language, 
how does it propose that the general gov- 
ernment (for that is no doubt what it 
means by “ government’’) shall acquire 
the “ownership” and possession of the 
railroads, mines, telegraphs, and telephones 
now belonging to private individuals or cor- 
porations organized in accordance with ex- 
isting laws? How shall municipal (or city) 
ownership of streets railroads be secured, 
as well as water-works, gas and electric 
light plants, when they have been con- 
structed by private capital—to say nothing 
of that indeterminate class of enterprises 
described as public conveniences ? These 
are questions of great practical importauce, 
but the federation has strangely omitted to 
inform us how it would bring about what 
it declares an essential part of its policy of 
government. 

According to Poor's Railway Manual for 
1897 there were 182,600 miles of railroad in 
the United States at the beginning of the 
present year, with a capitalization of 

200½ millions and funded and unfunded 
indebtedness amounting to 6,000 millions 
more. Estimating the value of their stock 
by market quotations at 50 per cent more 
than the bonded indebtedness of 5,416 mil- 
lions, the aggregate value of the one hun- 
dred and eighty-odd thousand miles of 
road would be over 8,000 millions—in other 
words, eight billions of dollars. 

This ic only one item in the vast amount 
of property held under regularly enacted 
laws of the States of which the federation 
proposes the government shall acquire pos- 
session. The value of the various gold, 
silver, copper, iron, lead, coal, and other 
mines belonging to private individuals or 
corporations is more difficult of accurate 
estimation, but would probably amount to 
as much more. Estimating them at half 
as much, however, the aggregate value of 
railroads and mines would be not less than 
twelve billions—or four times the national 
debt at the close of the war. The 400 or 
500 millions invested in telegraph and 
telephone lines may be left out of the ac- 
count as a mere bagatelle. 

Now bow shall these immense interests 
established and protected by law be ac- 
quired? Shall it be by purchase in the 
open market or by condemnation - and 
where is the money to come from to pay for 
them? Or shall it be by confiscation and 
seizure? 

According to the constitution of the 
United States the powers not delegated 
to the United States by the constitution 
are reserved to the States respectively or to 
the people,” and the same instrument de- 
clares that private property shall not 
“be taken for public use without just com- 
pensation.” Will some advocate of gov- 
ernment ownership of railroads, mines, and 
telegraphs state how, under the constitu- 
tion, they can be obtained without paying 
for them? 

So, too, of the proposition relating to 
municipal ownership of street railroads, 
water-works, and gas and electric light 
plants. In many cases cities (Chicago 
among the number) already own their 
water-works, while a few own tlieir lighting 
plants, but almost none (probably) own 
the street railroad lines. Where is the 
mouey to come from to purchase these, es- 
pecially as a majority of the larger cities 
are already in debt up to the. legal 
limit, and there are in all Siate con- 
stitutions provisions similar to that 
of the national constitution protecting 
the rights of private property. Our 
own coustitution declares thut“ No person 
shall be deprived of life, liberty, or proper- 
ty without due process of law,“ and that 
“private property shall not be taken or 
damaged for public use without just com- 
pensation.” 

Seeing that the seizure of private property 
without“ just compensation is prohibited 
by both the national and State constitu- 
tions, where do our trades- union friends 
propose to get the 100 (or more) millions 
needed to purchase the street and elevated 
railroade, electric light and gas plants of 
the City of Chicago, to say nothing of the 
thousands of millions that would be required 
to purchase all these properties in the 
various cities of the country generally” It 
it is proposed to “ confiscate ’’ them accord- 
ing to the plans of the Social Democracy,” 
where is the protection for the rights of 
the poor man to his cottage, the small 
dealer to his store, or the manufacturer to 
his workshop, since they all depend upon 
the same provision of the constitution which 
protects the capitalist? Evidently the men 
who voted for these absurd propositions at 
Bloomington the other day did so without 
any adequate conception of what they pro- 
posed to do or any estimate of the cost of ac- 
complishing it. 

In the face of these facts no intelligent 
workingman can fail to perceive how wild 
and revolutionary this scheme would be in 
practical realization. But where in Ameri- 
enn popular sentiment do its anarchistic 
authors find an indorsement for such 
monstrous dishonesty? Do the champions 
of such anarchistic schemes imagine that 
their followers constitute a majority of the 
American people? If so they are tremen- 
dously mistaken. 

But suppose that all the wild schemes 
embraced in these two resolutions were 
actually carried into effect in some man- 
ner, how would it benefit the American 
people? How would any ‘honest labor- 
ing man profit from the change? How 
would the whole people be better served 
by the walking delegates who would 
expect to be in eontrol under the 
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They are not merely 


Altgelds, the McCarthys, the Sazelners, 
et al, than they are under the present con- 
dition as regulated by law and under the 
existing status of civilization? A walk- 
ing delegate and Debs’ government would 
assume to ride rough-shod over all other 
classes of people, rob and overcharge 
them, and generally render life not worth 
the living. But intelligent workingmen 
themselves have no sympathy with any 
such wild, hare-brained, and impracticuble 
schemes, 


PLATT INVITING REPUBLICAN DEFEAT. 

The policy resolved upon by the followers 
of Senator T. C. Platt for the management 
of the campaign for city officers in Greater 
New York seems to be designed to place the 
government in the hands of the odious T'am- 
many ring for the first four years of the ex- 
istence of the new corporation. 

The Republican party of New York, by 
accepting Mr. Low as its candidate for 
Mayor, has had the opportunity of drawing 
to itself a large independent vote which 
was absolutely essential to its success. 
There would have been no sacrifice of prin- 
ciple in doing this, because Mr. Low is an 
avowed Republican. Yet in order to wreak 
its vengeance upon a few independent men 
who have chosen to antogonize “the 
mahine,” the Republican County commit- 
tee has declared in favor of putting in nomi- 
nation a straight party ticket for municipal 
oflices which have nothing to do with 
national politics. 

The meaning of all this is that Senator 
Platt, in order to maintain his domination in 
party affairs, is willing to sacrifice the op- 
portunity of securing the election of a Re- 
publican anti-Tammany candidate for 
Mayor. In fact it is already charged that 
the candidate to be put in nomination by 
the Platt machine is only intended to serve 
as “a stalking-horse,” while the vote of 
the organization will be so manipulated as to 
aid the Tammany candidate. In other 
words, the odious and disreputable policy 
by which Republicans in former years have 
been made the accomplices of the Tammany 
ring in their most shameless abuses of 
municipal patronage is to be renewed and 
continucd indefinitely. 

There have been studied efforts for the 
last two weeks to dragoon President Me- 
Kinley into this suicidal and nefarious 
scheme, but fortunately without success. 
There seems nothing left to the friends of 
good government in Greater New York 
now but to vote independently for the 
best men; and if they prove victorious they 
will have the satisfaction of destroying the 
power of one of the most corrupt and in- 
tolerable despotisms ever organized to se- 
cure the selfish interests of a little coterie of 
narrow, selfseeking politicians. The ex- 
periment is worth making, and if it fails the 
actors in it will have the satisfaction of 
knowing they will be no worse off than they 
are already. 


THE BANK OF ENGLAND’S PROPOSITION. 

It appears that the governors of the Bank 
of England wrote to the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer over a month ago stating that 
the bank would hold one-fifth of its bullion 
reserve, against which notes are issued, in 
Silver, “ provided always that the French 
mint is again open to the free coinage of 
silver, and that the prices at which silver 
is procurable and salable are satisfactory.” 

This is equivalent to saying that the bank 
will not use silver as a part of its reserve. 
For the French mint is not going to be 
opened to the free coinage of silver at the 
present ratio of 15% to 1, nor ai any other 
ratio. For even if a ratio of 40 to 1 were 
fixed on there is no assurance that silver 
would not keep on declining until the ratio 
was 45 or 50 to 1. That would mean a 
lowering of the money standard. 

The other condition of the bank is not so 
clearly worded as it might be, but it can be 
understood. The notes of the bank must 
be redeemed in gold on demand. Any gold 
bullion the bank may have on hand can be 
used directly for purposes of redemption. 
Silver bullion cannot be. It must be con- 
verted into gold first. If any considerable 
quantity of silver bullion is thrown on the 
market the price will drop below the price 
at which the bank originally took it, and the 
bank will be a loser. 

In short, the bank wants some kind of a 
guarantee against loss in case it becomes 
the owner of silver bullion. It is suggested 
that the bank would like to be guaranteed 
by the government against any possibility 
of loss in case it agrees to issue notes 
against thirty or forty million dollars’ worth 
of silver bullion. Such a guarantee would 
be needful if silver is to shrink in valw 
any more. 

But the government is not likely to give 
such a guarantee. France, which has too 
much silver already, will not resume the 
free coinage of silver. Neither will the 
United States—at the ratio of 16 to 1 or 
any other ratio. If the American commis- 
sioners have been intimating that some- 
thing of that kind might be done they have 
gone altogether too far. So it may be taken 
for granted that the Bank of England wil’ 
not“ water its reserve“ with silver. 


“GOVERNMENT BY INJUNCTION.” 

The third plank of the platform adopted 
by the Illinois Federation of Labor at 
Bloomington demands “the abolition of 
government by injunction.” Government 
by injunction ” is a catch phrase invented 
by some Anarchists and caught up by such 
anarchistic sympathizers as Debs, Sov- 
ereign, Altgeld, and others who never tire 


of reiterating it for the purpose of embitter- 


ing workingmen against the existence and 
maintenance of the courts, and of making 
them believe, as Debs says, that judicial 
power is allied against labor.” These men 
know, however, that the government could 
not bé administered any more successfully 
if the courts were deprived of this power 


to enjoin or prevent intended aggression or 


interference with constitutional rights than 
a steam engine could be operated without 
a cut-off regulator. Just as the whole ma- 
chine would gonstantly be getting out of 
er and eventually collapse, so the gov- 
etmmment without this legal safety valve 
would constantly be involved in trouble and 
eventually go to pieces. It could not exist 
and do its proper work if the courts were 
deprived of that all-important conservative 
authority to protect men in their persons 
and property rights from malicious assault; 
to prevent one class of men from oppressing 
and intimidating another class of men seek, 
ing not only to trespass upon the property 
of others but to prevent workingmen from 
selling their labor and earning their living. 
All that an injunction implies is the keeping 
of the peace and obedience to law. Those 
who would abolish injunctions therefore do 
not want the peace kept nor the laws 
obeyed. They favor the arming of their 
followers against peace and law. 

The right of courts to issue injunctions is 
as old as the history of courts. They are 
the safeguards of personal life and prop- 
erty, of the peace and good order of so- 
ciety, They are in the nature of a warning 
to cio disposed 
with the constitutional rights of others. 

intended to stop the 
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commission of crime, but also to protect 


property which may be injured if the crime 
is committed. This was the purpose of the 
injunctions in the Debs case. It was also 
their purpose in the recent mining troubles 
in West Virginia and Pennsylvania. By 
means of these injunctions striking miuers 
were not only prevented from committing 
assaults upon men who wished to work, but 
they were prevented from iuflicting dam- 
ages to property which they could not have 
made good and for which the owners would 
have had no remedy. 

It is always to be kept in mind that courts 
do not issue injunctions aggressively, but 
always defensively, They are always 
issued for the protection of personal prop- 
erty and personal rights. No injunction 
was ever yet issued against a person en- 
gaged in a lawful purpose, whether the in- 
junction was in a civil or criminal case. 
The very issue of the injunctions presup- 
poses that the purpose against which it is 
issued is illegal. ‘The recent declaration of 
Judge Shiras went right to the point: The 
question of whether a striker or any other 
citizen has a right on the public highway 
depends wholly on what he is there for. If 
he is there for a lawfud purpose his right is 
clear, but he has no right to be there for an 
unlawful purpose.” Again, the injunction 
is almost always issued temporarily. This 
is a safeguard of personal rights in itself. 
It only enjoins and preserves order until 
the merits of the issue can be inquired into 
legally. Then, if it eventuates that a court 
has estopped a man from doing what he has 
the legal right to do, the injunction will be 
dissolved. Where the law has been clearly 
set aside the injunction holds, It is in- 
tended to protect and prevent, not to as- 
sault or oppress. Without it there could 
be no protection of life or property against 
the designs of those who fancy they have 
a license to aggress upon the rights of 
others. The men who are demanding the 
abolition of the injunction either are doing 
so in gross ignorance of its absolute neces- 
sity to the welfare of society or they are 
malicious enemies of peace and good order, 
seeking to sow the seeds of strife for their 
own dangerous purposes.

BRYAN MUST BE MADE TO SPEAK OUT. 

Bryan has made a few speeches in Iowa 
for the free silver Democratic candidate for 
Governor and intends making more. Ex- 
cept when denouncing what Debs and Alt- 
geld call“ government by injunction ” he 
has been calling for the free coinage of 
silver at the ratio of 16 to 1. 

But in none of the speeches he has made 
has he attempted to defend the honesty, 
propriety, or advisability of paying existing 
debts, based on gold value money, in 371% 
grain free silver dollars, worth 43 cents 
apiece at the present price of silver bullion. 
Bryan has not once endeavored to show 
how the general welfare of American citi- 
ezns—or at least those of the middle West, 
which includes lowa—can be promoted by 
legislation which will confiscate 57 per cent 
of all credits. 


There are but two courses open to Bryan. - 


One of them is to justify that infamous 
policy—to defend the contemplated robbery. 
The other is to repudiate that policy and to 
declare that he has changed his views so 
far as the retroactive application of the 
57 per cent depreciated free silver dollar 
is concefned. That would be the honester 
and the manlier course of the two. 

Bryan is lacking in courage. He has 
neither the courage which enables a man to 
admit frankly that he has been in error 
and has changed front nor the audacity 
which inspires a man to speak out without 
hesitation all the rascality he contemplates, 

That is why he sneaks away from a dis- 
cussion of the consequences of the substitu- 
tion of a debased monometallie silver stand- 
ard for a gold standard. He will not face 
either the moral or the economic aspects 
of those consequences. 

There are from 15 to 16 billions of credits, 
loans, deposits, notes, mortgages, etc., now 
in existence. They were made on the gold 
standard basis, almost all within the last 
five years, most of them within two or 
three years. Is Bryan in favo1 of settling 
all these obligations by retroactive law on 
the basis of 43 cents on the dollar? If so 
why does rot he come out openly and declare 
that such is his desire? 

If he does not favor that scheme of scaling 
down indebtedness why does not he come 
forward and announce that he is opposed to 
that dishonest scheme? Why should he 
hesitate to say that he is on the side of 
honesty ? | 

What does Bryan hope to gain by whip- 
ping the devil around the stump as he 
does? Does he think he can get votes for 
himself in 1900 or for the free silver candi- 
date in Iowa this fall by evading the ques- 
tions which are thrust in his face on and off 
the stump? A flood of vague words, 
grimaces, and gesticulations will not do. 
Precise questions should receive specific 
answers. 

The Republican papers of Iowa should 
follow up Bryan. They should prod him 
vigorously with queries. They should keep 
up an incessant fusillade of questions. He 
must be driven out of the brush where he is 
hiding. He must be forced to declare him- 
self in favor of rascality or of honesty. 


WOMEN TAKE A HAND, 
Yesterday a hundred men reported at a 


Pennsylvania colliery, not far from the 


scene of the recent disturbances, ready and 
anxious to go to work at the wages offered 
by the employers. Other miners, who are 
out on u strike, resented this action and 
determined to put a stop to it. They did 
not choose that other men should work 
while they were idle. 

A week ago they would have gone them- 
selves and ordered the working miners out. 
Had they failed to obey the strikers would 
have uscd clubs, stones, or other weapons, 
But they did not deem it safe to go. There 
were too many troops in the neighborhood. 
So they sent their wives and daughters, 


| feeling assured that the soldiers would not 


fire on them. 

These women, armed with sticks and 
stones, invaded the colliery. There were 
so many of them and they were so bel- 
ligerent that the men who had reported for 
work decided the best thing they could do 
was to get out, abandoning the attempt to 
earn some money for their families. When 
some troops reached the spot the would- 


be workers had departed. There were only 


some women who followed the soldiers 
around hooting at and cursing them. 

This is the lady-like manner in which the 
strikers’ wives and daughters behave. It is 
easy to guess how the husbands aud fathers 
would behave now were it not for the 
presence of the troops. Labor demagogues 
have described them as peaceful miners. 
They ate peaceful only when they are 
afraid to resort to force, and then they 
order their women folks to break the law for 

These strikers are showing themselves a 
cowardly set sending their wives to the 
front while they remain behind to listen to 
speeches and guzzle beer. And yet these 
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men to arm themselves. ‘These are the men 
in whose behalf labor demagogues are 
making inflammatory speeches.

There is 
something wrong with the moral sense of a peo- 
ple who permit the murder of prisoners in the 
name of common justice, and from this very fact 
the punishment of the guilty parties is rendered 
almost impossible.—Detroit News. 

It would be idle to suppose that the authorities 
of the State will not meet with great if not in- 
superable difficulties in vindicating the supremacy 
of the law in this case. Public sentiment in the 
locality, which is the potent reliance of our sys- 
tem of justice, is undoubtedly on the side of the 
lynchers. The large number of the otherwise law- 
abiding citizens who took part in the lynching 
shows the strength of this sentiment and the 
severity of the task which the law imposes on the 
authorities. But in spite of this diseased. condition 
of public feeling and of the provocation given by 
the prevalence of unpunished crime, the stern les- 
son of retribution is needed. There is no room in 
Indiana or in any ether State for any other au- 
thority except the authority of established law 
and organized justice.—New York World.

Another Decision Declaring That in- 
junctions Issued to Prevent Assault 
or Intimidation Are Right. 


New York Post [Dem.]: Another decision 
as to the use of public hignways by strikers 
has been rendered by Judge Mclivain of 
Pennsylvania, who takes substantially the 
same view as Judge Goff of the United 
States Cireuit Courtina West Virginia case, 
Judge Mellvain holds that workingmen have 
a right not only to strike, but to persuade 
others to follow their example. In pursu- 
ance of this purpose they may hold meet- 
ings, have parades, and march along a high- 
way in such parades. But they have nota 
right to take virtual possession of a portion 
of a highway, which was the claim made by 
the strikers in Pennsylvania, as wel! asin 
West Virginia. “A parade,“ says Judge 
Mclivain, ‘‘ confined to a limited piece ofa 
public road before a pit mouth and under a 
tramway, repeated two or three times a day 
for ten days or two weeks, loses the charac. 
teristic of legitimate parade, and when di- 
rected against the interests of the mine- 
owners over whose land the road passes, and 
indulged in contrary to his express demand, 
it is a trespass.”’ 

Judge Mellvain showed that the iniunc- 
tion may be of great service to the cause of 
justice. The virtual occupancy of a part of 
the highway being a trespass, which threat- 
ens to cause an outbreak, it is only right 
that a court should intervene by injunction 
to put a stop to such occupancy before it 
has culminated in an actual collision. The 
Judge also drew clearly the distinction be- 
tween legitimate persuasion on the part of 
strikers and unlawful coercion, holding that 
language by which working miners are 
called scabs, blacklegs, black sheep, etc., 
and threats of personal violence should they 
not cease work, are intended to coerce and 
not persuade, and tend to create a breach 
of the peace and to provoke a persona! con- 
flict between two large bodies of men, and 
therefore cannot be claimed to be lawful 
persuasion. An injunction against the prac- 
tice of such coercion before it has resulted 
in bloodshed is, in the Judge’s opinion, a 
reasonable use of the power, and it is hard 
to see how any law-abiding citizen can suf. 
fer by it. Indeed, despite all the loud com- 
plaints against the abuse of the prerogative 
of injunctions during the strike, there hag 
been a conspicuous lack of proof that wrong 
has been done by any Judge. 


Sun Defends the Sheriff of Luzerne. 

New York Sun: The exact details of the 
affair at Lattimer, Pa., on Friday afternoon 
are somewhat obscurely known, yet the 
salient facts are perfectly established. 


For two weeks a body of striking coal 
miners, mostly Poles and Hungarians, have 
roamed up and down the Lehigh Valley 


menacing the property of their employers 
and the workingmen who desired to con- 
tinue at their toil. On Friday afternoon 
they made a violent charge against the min- 
ers at Crystal Ridge who refused to quit 
work, and were repulsed with difficulty by 
the Sheriffs on guard. Then, while they 
were marching in force to attack another 
mine, they were met by the Sheriff of the 
county with his posse. The Sheriff read the 
riot act to them and commanded them to dis- 
perse. They refused to disperse, started to 
march through the Sheriff's party, and the 
Sheriff arrested their leader.- The strikers 
tiled to forcibly rescue the leader, as- 
sailed the Sheriff, and brought about a 
pitched battle. Shots were fired which fin- 
ally grew into a solid volley on the part of 
the Sheriff's deputies, from which tweaty 
strikers were killed and many more wound- 
ed. 
Whether the volley from the Sherift’s 
posse was or was not preceded by the Sher- 
iff’s definite command, the action should 
and will receive the applause of all the law- 
abiding citizens of Pennsylvania and of tiie 
whole country. It is deplorable that human 
blood was shed, but it was shed in defense 
of the law officers of the State in the per- 
formance of their duty in resisting and at- 
tempting to suppress an armed rebellion. 
Far more deplorable than the killing of these 
rioters is the abuse of the brave Sheriff 
which immediately proceeds from the dem- 
agogue politicians and the Pulitzer news- 
papers; and it is an inexplicable fact of 
human nature that even reputable people 
who should be the first to approve such a 
deed are among the first to condemn it. 


Bad Use of the Pardoning Power. 
New York Post: President McKinley’s 
abuse of the pardoning power should pro- 
voke such indignant protests as will deter 
him from further nullification of the work 
of the courts.» A few weeks ago he pardoned 
almost simultaneously three bank defaulters 
in New York, Maine, and Arkansas, no one 
of whom had served half of the tern. to 
which he had been sentenced, and nc one 
of whom had any just claim to clemency. 
Yesterday he ordered the release of Francis 
A. Coffin, one of the conspirators who 
wrecked the Indianapolis National Bank in 
1893, and was sentenced to eight years’ im- 
prisonment. This is one of the worst out- 
rages upon jugtice which a President has 
Coffin had two trials and 
each time; the Judge who 
arnestly opposed to executive 
n the case; and many influen- 
tial citizens of Indianapolis wrote letters of 
protest against the movements in his behalf. 
By such pardons as these of bank defaultors 
and wreckers Mr. McKialey is encouraging 
crime and destroying the defenses of society 
against fraud. Public opinion should make 
itself felt with a force which wil! call a halt. 


France and Russia. 

The Daily Mail’s Berlin correspondent 
says that it is alleged on the authority of 
reliable sources at St. Petersburg that no 
written alliance between France and Rus- 
sia exists, and that not even a verbal fight- 
ing treaty was made, for the military con- 
vention was of an earlier date. The corre- 
spondent says that the phrase “ allied na- 
tions,’’ used by the Czar, was in response 
to the belief of M. Hanotaux that unless 
something of the sort was said the Frenw 
ministry would be overthzsown on Presi- 
dent Faure’s return to Paris. All the Rus- 
sian Ministers were surprised upon hear- 
ing the toast proposed by the Czar, and M. 
de Witte, the Minister of Finance, asked 
Count Muravieff, the Foreign Ministcr, to 
explain, whereupon the foregoing was made 
known.

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PENSION LIST GROWS 


Current Appropriation Falls 
Short of Actual Needs. 


DEFICIT IS SIX MILLIONS. 


Two Hundred Thousand Applica- 
tions Now on File. 


STILL EVADING THE LAW. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 17. ~-{Spectal. j= 
It is about the life of a generation of men 
since Grant received Lee's sword at Appo- 
mattox, and yet the pension list is steadily 
growing larger. It has béen known for 
some time that the appropriation would be 
insufficient, but this afternoon Commission- 
er Evans admitted officially that when Con- 
gress meets in regular session in Lecember 
it will be confronted with the necessity of 
passing a deficiency appropriation biil carry- 
ing at least $6,000,000, and possibly more, to 
square up Uncle Sam's accounts with his 
veteran defenders and their relatives of dif- 
ferent degrees. 

Commissioner Evans estimates that the 
payments for pensions for the fiscal year 
will foot up $147,500,000. The appropriation 
was $141,263,880. The high water mark for 
pensions was in 1893, when the payments 
amounted to $159,357,557, since which time 
they have been kept down to the figures of 
this year’s appropriation. The payments 
for pensions this year will be within $30,- 
000,000 of as much as the entire receipts of 
the government from customs last year, and 
more than equal to the entire internal rev- 
enue tax. 

-o- 

In explaining the reasons for the increase 
Commissioner Evans said: 

“To begin with, there are something like 


200,000 old claims pending before the bureau,’ 


which will be acted upon as rapidiy as we 
can get to them. A great many of these are 
good claims, ought to be, and will have to be 
allowed. They will involve a considerable 
amount of money, possibly $5,000,000, al- 
though no definite estimate of this can be 
made now. 

“Then there is a remarkable increase in 
the number of new applications for pensions. 
For instance, in the last six months of the 
fiscal year of 1896 the applications under the 
general law were 15,909, while in 1897, the 
month of June, they were 18,168. The ap- 
plications under the act of June 27, 1890, for 
six months in 1896 were 10,865, and for the 
month of June, 1897, were 22,001.“

pension roll of the United States,“ said Com- 
missioner Evans of the Pension bureau, 
who are drawing $45 per month and up- 
ward and it is my intention to prepare a list 
of them for publication.

Taking 
the situation as a whole we shall have now 
an entirely new order of things to face for 
the next thirty days. 

A year ago at this date the general con- 
ditions of the country were favorable for 
early winter wheat seeding, and the great 
bulk of the corn crop was out of the way of 
frost. 
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Probably 25 per cent of the wheat ground 
has been seeded in Ohio, and the rains whi¢h 
have just fallen are most timely. Millers 
have been paying all the way from 85 to 
90 cents for wheat, but very little is coming 
in. The majority of the farmers are holding 
their wheat for a dollar. Millers are doing a 
hand to mouth business, and have very little 
surplus stock on hand. 

Fall seeding has been going on very slowly 
in Kansas, and the majority of the wheat so 
far seeded this fall has been put in in the 
dust. If ground had been in good condition 
the acreage would have been increased fully 
50 per cent, but now look for no increase. 
The good soaking rain which has just fallen 
will change thihgs for thé better very rapid- 
ly. Millers only fairly well stocked up with 
wheat. They seem inclined to hold back for 
cheaper wheat. 

In Missouri a little wheat has becn sown. 
Most of the farmers have been waiting for 
the raln which has just fallen. The local 
price of wheat is 90 cents, but the majority 
are holding for a dollar. Millers are carry- 
ing only half the amount of wheat they held 
at this time last year. 
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without maturing, and a frost now would 
do very little damage to any of the ecrn in 
the State. Farmers were fairly free sell- 
ers of corn, except on breaks in the market, 
when the movement shuts off to nothing. 
Very little progress has been made in fall 
plowing or seeding winter wheat. Local 
price of corn 19 to 20 cents. 

The estimate on the corn crop in Kansas 
must be lowered again. Millions of bushels 
have been literally destroyed during the last

of the new crop to carry them through, 
Many hogs have died recently in Kansas and 
the cause generally attributed to what is 
called hog cholera.“ In a droughty season, 
when the dust is many inches deep, the 
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Fall seeding is progressing favorably in 
many portions of Michigan. There is every 
prospect of a very largely increased ucreage. 
Farmers have sold very freely until recent- 
ly. - 
In Kentucky considerable fall plowjng was 
done before the recent drought made it im- 
possible to continue to plow. Rains now will 
put the ground in fine shape. Millers are 
well stocked up for present wants, and buy 
all that is offered. Milling trade is good. 

In Tennessee seeding has not commenced 
yet, and very little will be sown before Oc- 
tober. Wheat worth 95 cents, but millers 
are not inclined to buy as freely as they 
were thirty days ago. 

In western New :York very little progress 
has been made with fall seeding yet. Ground 
was getting very dry until the present wide- 
spread rainfall. Local price of wheat 90 
to 05 cents. Millers are not stocked up with 
wheat, and are anxious buyers. 

In Northern Texas fall seeding will com- 
mence in about ten days. Most of the farm- 
ers are holding wheat foradollar. Millers 
are well supplied, and not as free buyers as 
they were ten days ago. 
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hogs rooting into the ground for a trace ot 
moisture get full of dust. Their throat and 
lungs develop quinsy and die suddenly. 

Nearly all the corn in Iowa is out of the 
way of frost. It was hastened to maturity 
by the hot, dry weather of the last three 
weeks. More or less of it is very light and 
chaffy. There is a fair crop and nothing 
more. Very little corn is selling. 

In Indiana the corn outlook has been 
reduced very materially in quantity and 
quality, during the last ten days.

Those who enjoyed Donovan and We 
Two will no doubt like Wayfaring Men,“ 
for Edna Lyall’s new novel greatly resem- 
bles its predecessors. But it is this very re- 
semblance, both in major motives and in 
minor defects, that must temper the praise 
othe se its due. The fact that the author 
is one of Queen Victoria’s favorite novelists 
does not alter the fact that her talent is 
confined to a narrow scope, and that she 
must rest content with a smal] though hon- 
orable place among second-class novelists. 

Like the rest of her books, Wayfaring 
Men” turns chiefly upon a question cf self- 
sacrifice. In this case it is the actor, 
Macnelilie, who sacrifices his private happi- 
ness for the sake of emphasizing the in- 
iquity of the present English divorce law, 
which refuses a divorce to a woman if her 
husband has sinned against her no farther 
than merely to commit adultery. In this 
phase the book is a purpose novel. The pur- 
pose is laudable, but the story is unsatis- 
factory. It leaves Macneillie and Christine 
still waiting for each other, and one feels 
morally sure they will both be dead before 
the slow-moving British reformer gets 
around to the matter. 

But the wayfaring actor that really holds 
the center of the stage is Ralph Denmend, 
and of his career the author has made a 
pretty and interesting love story. The style 
of the book is too deliberate and full of 
petty details for the average American read- 
or's peace of mind, but it cannot be denied 
that as a whole Edna Lyall has produced 
both a truthful picture of modern stuge life 
and a thoroughly human story that holds 
the interest to the end.

In. Sir Matthew Mactavish, Ralph Den- 
mead's guardian, the author has produced 
an excellent likeness of the pious hypo- 
crite and the titled financial wrecker of the 
day. Sir Matthew’s charity in adopting 
Ralph as a child is a good example of cer- 
tain modern methods of advertising. The 
way Ralph is prematurely driven out into 
the world reminds one too strongly of Don- 
ovan, but Ralph's subsequent hardships and 
adventures in winning a place on the stage 
are full of interest, and they are not over- 
drawn. 

Sir Matthew also has another ward, Ever- 
eld Ewart, whose fortune forms the con- 
venient means for him to wreck his hollow 
reputation and to furnish some of the best 
scenes in the book. Of course Ralph and 
Evereld are in love, and of course Sir 
Matthew tries to marry the girl to an aged 
accomplice of his. But the story slowly 
works up to a quite exciting climax with 
these motives. What with Evereld’s es- 
cape alone to France, with Sir Matthew’s 
fright and anger, and with Ralph’s natural 


anxiety, we have the nearest upproach to | 
the dramatic that Edna Lyall can give us. 


For professional actors these wayfaring 
men are singularly undramatic in their 
actions. 

The author has apparently attempted to 
portray life as it is while yet emphasizing 
certain ideas of life as it ought to be. The 
effect is that she falls into the thinness of 
mediocrity without gaining the artistic 
strength of realism that convinces. There 
are too many words and too many char- 
acters for the plot. The architect has 
planned the story. on correct artistic lines, 
but the contractor has overloaded it with 
bricks and terra cotta. 

Dilution is the deadly enemy of the dra- 
matic. By multiplicity of words and of ideas 
the author has robbed her work of the dra- 
matic thrill that is the soul of literary great- 
ness. Bruce Wrylie’s attempt to coerce 
Evereld into marriage is so long coming that 
the reader has had time to anticipate ft over 
and over again before it comes. And to a 
greater or lees extent this is true of the 
whole unfolding of thé story. The human 
interest in the characters is there, but the 
dramatic element is destroyed.

The author who tells it all can never rise 
out of the second class. Only the pen that 
can send men’s minds flashing from che 
said to the unsaid is really great.

The word that is said 
must come just go close to the word that fs 
known but unsaid as to make the mind leap 
across the intervening space. The resu!t is 
that titillating sense which stirs human 
nature to laughter. It is the same with the 
sparkle of suggestiveness in other lines. To 
leave just enough unsaid is to stimulate and 
inspire. To say it all is to satiate and 
artistically demoralize. 

It is in this that Edna Lyall chiefly sins. 
Her style contains neither wit nor sug- 
gestiveness. If she could substitute bright- 


ness for what is now heaviness she might be 


She has a keen insight into 
human nature. The characters in Way- 
faring Men have actuality and life. The 
sad romance of Macrvillie and Christine 
touches the heart no less than the happy 
love tale of Ralph and Evereld. The two 
romances are interwoven with much skill. 
The novel is one of those whose infiuencc is 
upward and not downward. It leaves a good 
taste in the mouth. No doubt it willl give 
pleasure to thousands of feminine readers 
with time to kill. Indeed, all the rest of us 
might profitably read“ Wayfaring Men“ 
and all of Miss Bayly’s other nice novels— 
if only we had two lifetimes at our disposal.
